FORT WILLIAM, Seer. 30, 1815. 

It having been determined to reduce the Division 
of the Sd Battalion Bengal Volunteers, which - has 
lately returned from Java, under the command of 
Lieutenant-Catonct Dewar, the Pay aad allowances of 
the Officers and Men attached to it, are fo be paid up 
to ‘the SOth instaat, From which date the Fedueiion is 
to take place. 

The Honorsble the Vice-President in Council 
however authorizes the Commanding OfBcer and Staf, 
as well as the European and Native Non-Commissioned 
Staf, to draw their Staff Allowaices to the 3tst Oc- 
tober 1815, in consideration of the duties and the 
preparation of the papers which will devolve on 
thei, in consequence of the reduction. 

__ The Native Oiicers aad Men having, in fulfilment 
of the engagement under which they volunteergd 
been permitted to select the Corps which they are 
desirous of joining, the following Abstract List of thvir 
distribution is published for the information of all 
concerved. . 

To mark (he favorable Opinion ente 
Government, of the conduct of 
Men of this Division of the 24 Battalion Bengal 
Volunteers, the Honorable the - Vice-President ia 
Council is pleascd to bestow on them a gratuiiy of one 
Months Pay, and full Gatta to be pakt to fhem on 
fheir reduction, and to £rant them leave of ahsenct 
for the purpose of visiting their homes, with the 
indulgence of half Batta during the. authorized period 
of their absence. ne À 
The leave granted to each individual je to be 
regulated by'the distance of his place of residence from 
the Presidency and from that fo his Corps, but in no 
Instance ís the leave to exéeed 8 Months and this 
extended period is to be atlowed ta those men only, 
whose Corps are situated at the most remote stations 
of the Army.

“On the 22 instant, about 11 o’clock 
gt night, a smart shock of an Earthquake 
was telt here for the space of nearly 30 
seconds. 

“1 have just received information by 
a prow. which arrived here yesterday 
from Bali that a most violent Earthquake 
was on the same uight- about ten o'clock 
felt in the neighbourhood of Bali Bolee. 
ling, which eontinned for nearly an bour 
accompanied by loud and incessant noises 
rom &.mountain-of (he name of which 
my informer was ignorant—=the mountain 
brust with a tremendous explosion, and 
part of it was precipitated into the scan 
On the fall of so large a mass, the water 
rose suddenly and overflowed the Coune 
try to a considerabte extent, and in retire 
ing, which il did almost immediately, 
Swept every (hing before it. The fallen 
mountain forms a promuntory projecting a 
considerable distance into the scu. The 
number of lives lost on (he Occasion 
amounts to npwatds of 1209. °° 

As the person froin whom 1 received 


this information had his leg broken by the 
fall of the house in which he resided, soon 
after the commencement of the Earth- 
quake, his account of the sabsequent events 
is perhaps not very mach to be depended 
gpon. [le remained at Bali one day after 
the circumstance occurred, and states the 
foss of lives as what had already been 
ascertained before he sailed.

Warrington, mounting 22 guns and 280 men, 
on the SOth of June of Anpier, in the straits 
of Surda, after a gallant and spirited defence 
of à quarter of an hour against so superior a 
forces T regret to repoet Laat the Nautilus 
had 7 wen kiled and 7 severely woonded, 
amongst the latter Licutenant Boyce the Come 
Mandler, and Mr. Mijston Ist Lieutenant, 

As Lieutenant Boyce aad Mr. Mayston 
(from the dangerous state they have been in) 
have not been able to send any ofMcial report 
to Government, (he following particulars of 
the action have been received „from the Resie 
dent and Commandant at Anjier, at which 
place the woundedwere landed, the morning 
after the action,when the Nautilus was given 
up by the American to the Master Mr. 
Brandley. : En 

The Nautilus sailed from Batavia ou the 
39th of June with dispatches for Calcutta, 
and the next day, towards evening, fell in 
with the Peacock off Anjicr. Previousto the 
departuresof the Nautilus, intelligence of ‘the 
ratification of Peace between England and 
America, had been received at Batavia, and & 
copy of the Treaty was on, board the Nautie 
lus. 2 

Lieutenant Beyce, suspceting that the: Pea. 
cock was an American ship, althuugh under 
English colours, sent his Boat on board with 
the Master, and Carnet White, (an Officer 
going as Passenger to Bengal). The Com. 
mander of the American, disregarding (he in. 
telligenee they gare him of Peace having takeu 
plitce, confined them and the Boats crew be 
tow, and ranged up alongside the Nautilus 
under English colours, when Lieutenant 
Boyce hailed and demanded to know whether 
he was coming as a friend, or an enemy, the 
answer was ‘fas an enemy,’ aud the Eng. 
lish colours were shifted for the American, 
Lieutenant Boyce then told him, that Peace 
bad been concluded between the United Statcs 
and England, and that he had the proctama, 
tion of Peace on board. The American an, 
swered, ** If Peace has taken place, haul down 
your colours instantty,” which on Lieatce 


nant Boyce’s refusing to do, a gun was fired 
into tbe Nfufilus, which wodnded Lieutenant 
Boyce on the hip. The Nautilus returned a 
broadside, and the action commenced, and 
continued about a quarter of an hour, when 
Lieutenant Boyce, having reccived a second 
wound froma 3% Ib. shot, which shatlered 
his knee, the Grst Lieutenant being severely 
wounded, and no Officer left to fight the 
vessel, (the Master and a- Boats’ crew being 
prisoners on board the American,) the Naue 
tilus was compelled to surrender. ed 
_ ‘The conduct of the American Commander 
appears to have been most unwarrantable, as 
there is no doubt but he was in possession of. 
the accounts of Peace having taken place, 
before he fell in with the Nautilus, which he 
got from a merchant ship he touk at the en. 
trance of the Straits of Sunda ; besides, tha 
Master Attendant at Aujier had boarded him, 
half an hour before he came atongside of the 


Nautilus, and informed him of the Peace, 


which he cqwally disregarded and detained 
him as a prisoner of War, although the next 
morning (upon the same information) he al 
lowed the Master Attendant to go on shore at 
Anjier for the purpose of producing to him 
American Pavers containing the Proclamation’ 
of Peace. On secing (he Papers, he proa 
feseed himself satisfied, and wrote an oficial 
letter to the Master Attendant, saying “that 
‘from the doeuments produced, he had not a 
$S doubt but Peace had taken” place, he fclt, 
‘himself bound to desist from farther hosa, 
&ulities, and regretted that the Commander, 


‘of the Brig Nautilus did not comply with, 


$ his reusonable request.” : 
The Nautilus was delivered to the Master, 

on the Ist of July, and anchored at Anjier 

where the wounded were landed with the

In 1800, Leyden was ordained a 
preacher of the gospel, and entered upon 
the fuuctions conterred upon him by preach» 
ing in several of the churches in Edin 
burgh and the neighbourhood, His style 
of pulpit oratory was marked with the 
same merits and faults which distinguish 
his poctry. His style was more striking 
than eloquent, and his voice and gesture 
more violent than elegant; but his dise 
courses were Marked with strong traits of 
original genins, and although he pleaded 
an interual feeling of disappointment as 
being unequal to altain his own ileas of 
excellence às a preacher, it was impossible 
to listen to bim without being convinced 
of his uicommou extent of learning, knowe 
ledge of ethics, and sincere zeal for the 
interest of religton, 

The autumn of the same year was eme 
ployed in a tour to the Highlands and Ue- 
brides, in which Leyden accompanied two 
young foreigners who had studied at Edine 
burgh tbe preceding winter. In this tour 
he visited all the remarkable places of that 
interesting part of bis native country, and 
diverging from (fie common and more
